CyscrsSATI, October 12.—[Special.J—A cold 
gresching rein is falling tonight almost all 
r Ohio. Pious democrats ere praying that it 
gay continue through tomerrow. The demo- 
cratic strongholds are in the towns and cities, 
hile the bulk of the republican vote is in the 
country districts. A continuation of today’s 
gestber for twenty-four hours will damage 
the republicans thousands of votes. Still, 
wiih all possible accidents of the elements, it 
‘egdmitted on both sides here that the result 
of emorrow’s contest is in great doubt. 
THE ACTIVE CAMPAIGN, 

When Hoadly mopped up the floor of 
Musichall with Forakerin what can hardly 
be called a joint discussion, it was a battle be- 
tween a game cock with steel gafis and a dung- 
pil] with cut spurs. Hoadly did effective 
work for his cause in Hamilton county, which 
is the real point of danger for democracy. 
Rince Saturday night neither side has been 
idle, but there has been little demonstration. 


| The final work of the campaign ‘has besn 


going on today in the committee rooms, in 
caucuses, and through those quiet but potent 
ipfvences which are exerted without the flare 
of torches or the yells of rampant partisans. 

As to the size of the vote, it is safe to pui it 
si between seven hundred and fifty and eight 
hundred thousand. In some parts of the 
state registration has been light, but in other 
regions, and notably in Cincinnati, if is un- 
preeedently heavy, reaching over sixty 


ihoutand. 
THE ISSUES AT STAKE. 


The issues between the two parties are hard 
t define. As regards the liquor question 
Hoadiy is outspoken for license, Foraker re- 
plies that this is a buncombe bid tor the for- 
gign yoie, and that under the existing con- 
flitution a restrictive license, as championed 
by Hoadly, is forbidden, YT oraker: proclaims 
that the republicans are not 
br prohibition, but for the regulation 
ithe liquor traffic according to law, which 
means taxation instead of license. There is 
oo much of tweedle dum and tweedle dee in 
this talk to throw the bulk of the anti-prohibi- 
tion voie on either side. The Germans in Ohio 
ooustitute a big majority of the foreign vote, 
and they have been consistently republican 
uniiltwo years ago, when Hoadly got many 
of their votes by reason of opposition to the 
Beott liquor law. The republican leaders 
elaim that the Scott law has lost its terrors, 
and ihst it hes gained more friends by demon- 
Straiing thet it would close the low dives and 
increase the revenue than it has lost by the 
iden that if restricted the liquor traflic. 
The proLibitionists are fighting straightout 
jn this campsign, with Leonard as their 
cond. aie for governor. Shrowd and candid 
observers egree that, as party lines have been 
drawn tighter on the approach of the election, 
the importance of this movement has dwin- 
dled wofully. A few weeks ago as many as 
lorty thousand votes were claimed for the pro- 
hibition ticket. Now fifteen thousand is re- 
gerded as a liberal estimate. Of these three- 
fourths will come from men who would vote 
ihe republican ticket on a square issue be- 
tween ithe parties. On the other hand it must 
be reme us bered that there aré thirty thousand 
hegro voice in Ohio, nine-tenths of whom will 
Yole the ropublican ticket In spite of Hoadly’s 
well known friendship to their race, and the 
kindly consideration that they have received 
item the democratic legislature. Both sides 
seem equally confident. * 

THE FIGHT FOR THE SENATORSGI?. 

The main interest here, as in the country at 
lirge, is in the choice of the legislature. 
Foraker is entirely overshadowed by. Sher- 
men, who is fighting for his fifth term in the 
Mbate, and ultimately for the glittering prize 
tithe presidential nomination, which has 
irmented him tor the past ten years, by its 
weet suggestions. Senator Sherman is run- 
hingacampaign of his own, and plenty of 
iepublican- money has made its appearance in 
a belt of close and doubtful counties 
TUbhing across the state, begin- 
bing opposite Wheeling and ending 
With Hamilton county.

Deacon Richard Smith said:

Thomas Csmpbell, the criminal lawyer 
who cleared Berner of murder, an incident 
which was mede the occasion of last year’s 
memorable mob, controls the Evening Tele- 
gram, an independent republican paper.

THE EXCITEMPNT GROWING. 

The excitement runs high,and feeling grows 
hotter as the time for the polls to open draws 
nigh. 1 talked to award rounder tonight, 
one of those fellows who goes down into the 
shops and alleys and whoops up the boys on 
election day. He said: 

“Jf it is a fair day there will be a row in 
Cincinnati dead sure. If this rain keeps up 
we won't have any fun. Men don’t fight 
when they are wet and cold.” 

M’LEAN CRITICISED. 

The bitter personal warilare has been waged 
on John McLean, both because the Enquirer 
is Hoadly’s organ, and because it is understood 
that ifthe democrats secure the legislature 
McLean will be a prominent candidate for 
the United States senate, to eucceed Sherman. 
The attacks on him, however, have been s0 
frequent and bitter that they have failed of 
any eppreciable effect, and have really reaci- 
ed in favor of the democrats. 

THE CHANCES OF THEE DAY. 

To sum up the situation at 2 o’clock this 
morning, I would say that the chances afc de- 
cidedly in favor of Hoadly’s election; and 
that the republicans havea better chance 
than the democrats to capture the legislature. 
Hamilton county will be close, but 1 think 
the republicans will carry it. The result de- 
pends on the vote im four wards where the 
Germans have a preponderating vote. If the 
republicans carry Hamilton county by a ma- 
jority lees than two thousand, Hoadly will be 
elected and the legislature will be republican. 
Ii their majority goes much above 
two thousand here, the republicans 
will win both the state ticket and the legisla- 
ture.

New Yorx, October 12,—The ‘county con- 
vention ofthe county democracy was held 
this afternoon in Chickering hall.

Pittspurc, Pa., October 12.—News = has 
just reached here ofa terrible tripple tragedy 
in a lonely and unfrequented portion of Frank- 
lin townsbip. Saturday night Valentine 
Pfelier, a young German farmer, anda man 
named McDonald, went to the cabin of Zach- 
arias Wright, occupied by Wright and

ing to break down the door, McDonald went 
to the rear of the house and attempted to enter 
through the window, and when half way he 
was caught and stabbed in the neck by one of 
the Wright brothers, the cut reaching from the 
right ear to the jugular vein.

AN INTBRBESTIN 


In Which the Libellied Man Gains Five Dol- 
lars Damages,

THE ST. LOUIS STRIKE. 


Action of the Business Me im Kegard to 
qt, | 

Sr. Lovis, October 12.—The situation of the 
street car trouble this morning was un- 
changed. The strikers assembled quietly at 
Turner hall to await developments. ‘The cars 
were running on all the lines under guard of 
the police. No trouble occurred. Some of 
the drivers and conductors, who were fright- 
ened off by the riots, have returned to work. 
A meeting of business men 
to discuss the street car strike this morning, 
wes quite exciting. The report ofthe sub- 
committee made and submitted on Saturday, 
wee rejected. John D. Perry, banker, and 
father-in-law of Mayor [rancis, expressed 
himself oppored to recognizing the Knights of 
Labor, which he described as an irresponsi- 
ble body of men. L. B. Ripley, an iron mer- 
chant, said the way to act was to take the 
rioters by the throat and make them respect 
the msjesty of thelaw. Mr. Ripley’s speech 
was greeted with cheers. A new committee 
wes appointed, which returned a resolution 
callipg on the mayor to protect life and prop- 
erty. After some discussion this resolution 
was adopted, and the committee was appointed 
te wait on Mayor Francis with it. During the 
meeting, John R. Lionberger stated, on be- 


half of the street car proprietors, that they’S 


had po grievances and wanted no arbitration 
by business men or any one else, 

Mayor Francis says the police had so far 
dispersed ali the mobs that assembled, and 
would suppress all. lawnessness. He had 
urged the railroad companies to continue 
their service,and he would protect thom. 
There was no organized niob yet in the city. 
Therefore the militia would not be called out. 
He has advised the committee of citizens to be 
sworn a8 special policemen, and assures them 
thet everything poesible will be done to pre- 
serve order and maintain the peace and dig- 
nity of the city. The mayor also states that 
no street car men and no Knights of Labor 
will be accepted as special policemen. He 
further etates that under the law of this state, 
the upsetting or destruction of railway cars is 
a felopy punishable by a long imprisonment 
in the penitentiary, and that he favors the 
prcsecution of the rioters arrested to the full 

stent ot the law.

Mr. Bright will direct his unrivaicd oratory, 
his simple forcible invictive, bis personal pos- 
tion and experience toindnce you to reinstate the 
liberals, Toe old dissepsion among the liberals, 
which caused the failures of the past five years, is 
row blezing fiercely. Mr. Gladstone, in all hon- 
esty, warps you that hiscontroling hand will be 
stretcbed forth only a littie while. 
You will be asked to support «a 
party which even hatred of the "tories can't 
unite. Youncannot yield to this appeal. Tne 
policy of the tories is to regain the friendship of

Mr. Bright concluded with a 
violent diatribe — a resort to arms as@ 
means of settling international disputes. He 
attributed the prevailing war feeling to jingo- 
iem in the newspapers.

FIRE IN ATHENS, 


Reveral Stores Burn ed—Chief Cohen Injared 
—Strike Threatened, 

ATHENS, Ga., October 12.—[Special.|—Last night 
about half past ten o'clock, and while the rain was 
pouring down in torrents anda stiff wind blow- 
ing, the alarm of fire was sounded, and the church 
bell arcused the sleeping firemen. The lurid

THE ASSASSINATION OF GEORGE 
w. HUNTER.

Tne Annual Fair of the Union 4gricultural and So-

The Valdosta Times says that Mr. George W. 
Hunter, of Echols county, was shot from his horse 
Friday of Jast week by partiessin ambush. The 
work of the assassin was complete, for he was 
ridélea with buckshot and fell dead to the ground. 
Mr. Hunter had been ont gathering hogs in ‘com- 
pany with twoothermen. He rode a horse and 
they hada horsecart. Thecart had been filled 
with hogs and the party was crossing Tom’s creek 
with them. One of the party.rode on the horse 
attached < to the cart, the other rode on 
the cart, and Mr. Hunter rede horseback in rear 
of the cart. When they had reached about the 
middie of the swamp that enveloped the creek, 
thé report of agun very near them in the bushes 
startled the two men, and Mr. Hunter was seen to 
fallto the ground. ‘The affrighted horses were 
given additional impulse to dash out when the 
second shotwas fired. When the swamp was 
cleared the horse was cut loose from 
the cart. One of the men mounted him 
and the other mounted the riderless steed, and 
they galioped to Huckleberry station. A crowd 
was soon gathered and they returned to the scene 
of the tragedy. Mr. Hunter was found dead in 
the road where he fell and no one was to be seen 
The parties with him at the time the gun was 
fired sawno one, and no definite clue has been 
had, at last accounts, as to the identity of the as- 
sarsin. about a year ago, Or more, Mr. 
Hunter became involved in a diff 
culty with Mr. Tip Padgett, his father-in-law. Mr. 
Padgett went to Hunter's house and was ina 
threatening attitude when Hunter fired on him 
and kile@&him onthespot. Thecase was exam- 
ined by the grand jury, and they failed to find a 
true bil against Hunter, the evideuce going to 
show that he killed Padgett in deieuse of 
his ewn iffe. lt is belleved _ in 
Fcehol}s that some of Mr. Padgett’s 
réelations—he had several sons and other kinfolks 
—revyenged his death in this act, though there is 
no positive evidence to thateffect. Be thisas it 
may,a terrible crime has been committed,and the 
officers of the law in Echols ought to be yigilant 
and untiring in their efforts to ferret the perpetra- 
tors out and bring them to a trial.

Only Ohio votes today, Iowa having be-) 


come in all yearsa November state. It has 
been widely classed among the October 
states, but last fall it voted to join the great 
msjorjty of states. The error was a natura! 
one, for the change occurred in the whirl of 
the presidential election, and people could 
not then be expected to keep their eyes on 80 
one-sided a state. 

Ohio votes today, and both parties will go 
to the polls fuil of fight but pretty nearly as 
full of doubte.

WET, WEATHER IN THE COTTON FIELDS. 

It is generally known and admitted that 
the cotton crop has lost the glorious promise 
of August, butitis very doubtfal whether 
sufficient allowance has been made for the 
siiects of cooland wet weather, more par- 
ticularly of cool weather.

In the 
course of time the leadersof the army grew 
rich. They adopted questionable methods, 
leagued themseives with bad associates and 
became mixed up with unlawful, and per- 
Laps immoral, practices. From that hour 
the good influence of the army began to de- 
cline, and the order is now under the ban in 
every country in which it has made its ap- 
pearance, 

Several strolling cetachmentis of salvation- 
ists have been at work in the north fur some 
time. At. first the novelty of ‘‘nallelujah 
Jastes’’ and sham soldiers in uniform, con- 
ducting open-air gospel meetings with all 
the pomp cf a military parade, attracted the 
crowd, but when the novelty wore off it be- 
came epparent that these eccentric evangel- 
ists were a public nuisance.

PAUL H. Haywe’s sketch of William Gilmore 
Simmsin the Southern Bivouac, is a touching 
tribute fiom a great poet toa great novelist. When 
the war broke out Simms bad reached a point in 
his career where he was abie to live in ease and 
comiort.

To 
this zeneral rule, however, there is one very im- 
portent and decided exception, and that is tne 
tax forthe advancement of popular education— 
for the support of free schoo:s, 

The New England common school system was 
notpopularatthe south previous to the war, 
partiy because itwas a New England arrauge 
ment, partly because it was not adapted to 
sparsely settied communities,as it undobtedly 
wes to the populous cities and villages of the north 
and east. With the abolition of slavery and the 
enfranchitement of the blacks a new respousibility 
was lreid upon the whites. The latter, though 
feeling sore over the resunitsof the war and the 
temporary success of the cfortéto put their state 
governments hands of their late slaves, 
imade vo attempt to shirk theirduty, as migh 
eesily have been done, buttook upthe burden 
and bore it manfully. 

Realizing that the black man was forever in 
futureto be a citizen and that his useiuloess 
depended in a great measure upon his enligoten- 
ment, they taxed themselves freely and cheerfuily 
to support a system of free schools in which the 
child of the negro bas the same advantages as the 
Cbd oi the white man.

The same committee also changed the 
standard grede of ‘No, 2 mixed oats’’ to the 
following: “Shall be well matured, sound, 
dry, reasonably well cleaned, reasonably free 
from cther grains, end entirely free from 
screenings or otherwise manipulated.”

NO MORE WARS. 


The Governor Sigusa Bili That Will Prevent 
lature Street Oar Wars, 

Yesterday Governor McDaniel signed a bill 
that will prevent future wars between the 
city council and street car companies over 
pavements. The bill is an amendment to the 
charter of the city, and is an addition to the 
section authorizing the collection of a part of 
the cost of paving out of the property 
abutting on the streets paved. The bill hasa 
long title, but its provisions are covered by 
the following sections: 

Be itenseted by the general assembly of the 
state of Georgia, That whenever said city shall 
underteke the improvement of a strect, or part 
iwereos, Vider the proyisiuns Of an ace wW amend 
the charter of the city of Atlanta, approved BSep- 
tember 30, 1881,and shall notify any street railroad 
company having tracks runving through said 
street, or part thereof, to macadamize or other- 
wise improve, as the com missioners of streets and 
sewers may direct, the width of its track and for 
three feet on each tide of any 
line of tack now on themin said street or par: 
thereof, and said street railroad company shall 
fail to commencein fifteen daysand carry on to 
com p'éticn said work, then and in that eveut said 
city may have said work done and all the reme- 
dies provided in said act, approved September 3, 
1884, to enfore collection out of the real estate 
abutting on each side of the street so improved, 
aud that the time therein given shall apply to the 
coliection of said assessment for the. work done 
forsaid street railroad company, provided that 
this act shail notaffect any pending litigation or 
work heretofore done.
